CHICAGO— (AP) —If you're 


planning to spend the weekend 
wrestling- with your income tax 
form, here's something: on the 
pleasant—the deductions side. 


As a resident of Illinois you are 


entitled to deduct from your gross 
income whatever you paid out in 
state sales taxes on retail items 
during- 1950. 


The tax is two cents on each dol- 


lar paid for specified items. But 
it is collected OR fractions ot a 
dollar upward from 15 cents. As a 
P result it is possible to pay six 


cents, or six per cent tax, on 90 
cents of purchases made individu- 
ally at 15 cents each. 


It also is possible to let dollars 


dribble away in nickel and dime 
purchases and never pay any tax 
on them. 


Until 1943 the Chicago Retail 


Merchants association issued an 
unofficial chart of what it felt 
were "reasonable" sales tax de- 


•V- ductions for average low income 


taxpayers. It didn't go into higher 
income brackets because those 
taxpayers are not easily general- 
ized and their purchases are more 
varied. 


In 19-13 when this table was 


worked, out the United States was 
at war. Prices of food and clothing 
and other living essentials were 
under tight controls. Automobiles, 
television sets, refrigerators and 


W other items that take big sales tax 


bites just weren't for sale. Money 
that might be spent on them went 
into war bonds, savings accounts 
or payment of old debts.

The association said it could not 


undertake a revision because of 
the large amount of research and 
statistical work involved. It said 
citizens in the lower income brack- 
ets are spending the same amount 
—all they can spare—for taxable 
items. Those in the higher brack- 
ets can take the blanket 10 per 
cent of income deduction and not 
have to itemize taxes, contribu- 
tions, interest and other deauct- 
ibles. 


The Illinois Federation of Retail 


Associations said it had no up-to- 
date table and the Illinois state 
department of revenue said it had 
no facts upon which to base a new 
table. 


At the Chicago office of the 


U. S. collector of internal revenue 
officials said they could provide no 
table nor could they take official 
recognition of any such table 
drawn by other sources. 


Be Reasonable 


The government, they said, will 


accept any deduction for sales tax 
payments it believes reasonable. 


Persons with charge 
accounts, 


they said, should be able to calcu- 
late readily—and prove—w hat 
they paid out in sales taxes during 
the year. What was spent on food, 
restaurant meals and other items 
where no receipts are given can 
be estimated fairly accurately. 


Suppose that in 1950 you cashed 


in a bundle of war bonds and 
bought a $3,000 automobile. Two 
per cent of that is $60. That alone 
is equivalent to two-thirds of the 
highest dedeuction shown on the 
above table.

The Internal Revenue depart- 


ment points out that in such a case 
you would have a receipt for the 
car to show why your tax deduc- 
tion is so far above the "reason- 
able" figure when the $60 is added 
to your other deductions for sales 
tax payments.

These Hectic Times Call For

, Speed-Up in Congress

World events break fast these days, and our machinery 


df government has to be geared to keep pace. 
4 
The U. S. congress is today the most important national 


legislature in the world. What it does is awaited anxiously 
in capitals everywhere. More than ever in history, it ought 
t|> be quickly and efficiently responsive to the needs of the 
times. 
~ 
No one expects an institution to be 100 per cent efficient 


when it is among other things a forum for debate. So long 
as men are moved to get to their feet and speak their piece, 
there will be costly delays in lawmaking. But it should be 
possible to keep debate within sensible limits and to get rid 
of outmoded, tune-wasting techniques of procedure. 
* 
* 
* 


Congress made good strides a few years back. It stream- 


lined its committee structure in both houses, sharply cutting 
the number of committees. In some fields it provided for 
joint house-senate hearings to save its own and government 
officials' valuable time. It lumped an appropriations meas- 
ures into a single omnibus bill to give the legislators a pano- 
ramic view of the nation's money situation. It hired more 
research experts to get better guidance in drafting laws. 


Yet there's still a lot to do,^according to themen^who've 


studied the make-up of congress closely. One of these, Rob- 
ert Heller of Cleveland, whose ideas found their way into 
the most recent reorganization law, thinks several more 
changes are overdue. 


He recommends electric push-button voting, for one 


thing. Oral voting, especially in the 435-member house, 
wastes many precious taxpayers' dollars. On just quorum 
calls alone—checks to see if a legal minimum is present in 
the chamber—Heller figures the house last year wasted the 
equivalent of 32 full legislative days. 


Other valuable hours were frittered away because pres- 


ent law compels congress to act as a city council for Wash- 
ington. Repeatedly, bills to give the capital home rule have 
been blocked for political reasons. So the legislators con- 
sider vital foreign military aid one day, and licensing Wash- 
ington barbers the next. » 
* 
* 


Lax senate rules on the extent of debate are also ex- 


tremely wasteful. Heller estimates that in 1950 the senate 
consumed a good two months in utterly pointless talk, for the 
record or otherwise. 


He believes, furthermore, that more joint congressional 


committees are needed to save the time of both the lawmak- 
ers and the top government men who have to come traipsing 
to Capitol Hill time after time to argue for money or legis- 
lation. 


It goes without saving that time is money. But in this 


troublesome era, it is more than that. It is safety and se- 
curity and preparedness to meet grave peril. Wasteful prac- 
tices in congress are no longer merely inefficient and ex- 
pensive. On occasion, they are downright dangerous. 


Without choking off reasonable debate, congress should 


act to streamline further its structure and operations. We 
need a legislature attuned to the hectic pace of 1951 living.

Important Rule 
On Discarding

nardino, California, writes as fol- 
lows: "One of my opponents meld- 
ed three aces and then discarded 
tier one remaining card which was 
a king. Her side did not have a 
canasta, so she was not out. My 
partner could take the king. What 
should be the procedure? I read 
your column every day and hope 
you can answer, as there are a 
whole bunch of us interested." 


Mrs. 
Bowery's question is a ra- 


ther important one aa this situa- 
tion happens quite often. Here is 
what should be done according to 
the laws of canasta. 


The last paragraph of law 10 


reads as follows: "When a player 
melds out legally, he need not dis- 
card. At all other turns to play a 
player must both discard and re- 
tain at least one card in his hand 
after discarding." 


The laws further provide that a 


discard once made must stand. 
Hence the discard of the king 
stands and Mrs. Bowery's partner 
is entitled to take the discard pile. 


The meld of the aces does not 


stand since that would leave the 
player without any cards in her 
hand. Instead the aces become 
penalty card;;. As such, they are 
left face up on the table and def- 
initely are not melded. Instead, 
they are treated the same as cards 
in the player's hand except that 
they must be discarded one at a 
time unless they can be melded 
legally. 
• * • 


At her next run to play the lady 


with aces on the table will draw. 
If she can take the discard pile 
she may do so. In this event, she 
will have cards in her hand and 
will be able to meld the ace's. Or 
maybe she will be able to complete 
a canasta in which case she may 
meld the aces and go out. 


Failing either of these nice hap- 


penings she will have to discard 
one of the three aces. The same 
process will have to be repeated at 
each of her next two turns to play 
whereupon she will be rid of the 
aces and be able to play normally. 


Finally, if some one else goes 


out before she is rid of the aces 
they will be counted against her. 
When some one goes out penalty 
cards are counted aa if they are 
in the player's hand.

Angina Pectoris May 
Bring Pain After Exertion 


Pain in the chest often running 


down the left arm and coming on 
after exercise, like climbing stairs, 
always raises the suspicion of an- 
gina pectoris. Sometimes the pain 
is severe and sometimes mild. Un- 
less the pain is absent when rest- 
ing and appears only on exertion 
the cause is probably something 
else.

blood to the heart muscle. Because 
the heart muscle works so hard, 
it needs a great deal of blood and 
any interference with the amount 
of blood passing through the coro- 
naries brings trouble. 


In angina pectoris the coronary 


arteries do not allow a normal 
quantity of blood to pass through 
to the heart muscle. The passage- 
ways are narrowed by deposits of 
fat-like substances or calcium. 


Thus when the heart has to 


work harder, as it does when exer- 
cising, the amount of blood going 
through the coronaries is not 
enough. At such times the effects 
of insufficient blood are shown by 
pain in the chest and often a feel- 
ing of anxiety, shortness of breath 
and sweating. 


As a rule these symptoms clear 


up rather rapidly after the exer- 
tion is stopped. In other words, 
the heart at rest does get enough 
blood. As soon as rest is begun the 
heart does not have to do so much 
work and the blood which carries 
it receives through the arteries 
becomes ample. 


Angina pectoris is related to 


coronary thrombosis, though the 
two are not the same. In angina 
pectoris, the interference with 


t. F. I pasHf • of blood to tha heart mus- 


is not complete; in a coionary 


thrombosis, a clot forms inside one 
of the coronary blood vessels and 
completely shuts off the passage 
of blood to some part of the heart. 
NOT THE END 


The symptoms and seventy of 


angina pectoris vary a great deal. 
Some people have only occasional f 
attacks of pain and find it easy to * 
avoid the exertion which will bring 
on symptoms. In other people 
there seems to be a much smaller 
passageway for the blood and even 
slight exertion causes pain. 


It was formerly believed that 


most people who developed angina 
were doomed in the not too distant 
future. Now, however, with bet- 
ter knowledge of treatment, many 
of those who have angina live a 
« 


great many years with only occa- *" 
sional attacks. Those who have 
angina without high blood pros- 
sure generally do better than those 
with it

Sen. Taf t Says 
Acheson May 
Be on Way Out 


CHICAGO, (AP)—Senator Taft 


(R-Ohio) indicated today he be- 
lieves Secretary of State Acheson 
may be on his way out 


Speaking to the Executives club 


of Chicago, Taft said: 


"There seems to be some hope 


that we may at long last'achieve 
the purpose of acquiring a new 
secretary of state." 


The Ohioan made this state- 


ment in declaring that the foreign 
policy debate in congress has 
brought 
about a "tremendous 


change" in administration foreign 
and military policy. 


Taft said other results of the 


debate are: 


1. "We have established 
the 


principle that constructive criti- 
cism is longer treason. Hereto- 
fore, anyone who even questioned 
the wisdom of the administration's 
foreign policy was denounced as 
one giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy." 
1 2. "We have obtained at least 
qualified admission that congress 
has the right to speak on a ques- 
tion as important as the commit- 
ment of an American army to the 
continent of Europe." 


3. "The Joint chiefs of staff, and 


the administration have appar- 
ently accepted the theory that 
there should be a long range limit 
placed on the total of our armed 
forces, and that that limit should 
be within the reach of our power 
to support it over a period of 
years without serious damage to 
our economy." 


4. "The general policy of ap- 


peasing the Chinese Communists 
has apparently been reversed, al- 
though I never feel completely 
confident of our state depart- 
ment"

Price Curbs Not

"are not the answer to the prob- 
lem of inflation," Roger Flemmg, 
secretary of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, declared to- 
day. 


In an address to the 22nd annual 


insurance conference of the Uli-

Agricultural 
association, 


Fleming said imposition of con- 
trols "would be like putting a lid 
on, a kettle that is about to boil 
over. It will merely aggravate 
the trouble." - 


"To do any good," he added, 


you've got to pour in some cool 
water by increasing production, or 
lower the flame by reducing non- 
defense spending, by enacting pay- 
as-we-go taxes, and by imposing 
stiff credit and other proper anti- 
inflationary monetary and fiscal 
policies." 


Fleming said price controls will 


"inevitably reduce production at 
a time when we need it worst" 


"We need to realize that price 


and wage controls are . snare and 
a delusion," he asserted. "They 
tie the economy up in knots 'at a 
time when we1 desperately need 
the productivity possible through 
full exploitation of our economic 
system.

power today toward young men 
who have married since the Korean 
fighting started June 27.

Rug, Shoe Industries Stage 
Strike But Not For Consumer 


By SAM DAWSON 


New York, Jan. 2«—(AP)— A 


revolt appears 
brewing among 


businessmen against the soaring 
prices of raw materials they must 
buy. First signs appearing today 
are: 


1. Carpet mills are staging a 


sit-down strike in the wool mar- 
ket 
They say they won't buy 


any more wool, now priced at 
$2.35 a pound but which cost them 
only 65 cents a pound a year ago. 


2. Shoe manufacturers' protests 


at skyrocketing hide prices led the 
Economic Stabilization Agency to 
a roll-back to November quota- 
tions on the cost of the raw ma- 
terials from which comes your 
shoes. 


But don't jump to the happy 


conclusion that the revolt means 
you'll be able to buy carpets or 
shoes any cheaper at the store. 


The revolt is aimed at halting 


future advances, which otherwise 
seem inevitable. In itself the re- 
volt can't turn back the price of 
finished goods made from raw ma- 
terials, most of v/hich are now 
selling at record highs. 


Carpet wools are imported from 


Argentina, New Zealand, Syria, 
India and Uruguay. Prices have 
jumped spectacularly 
over 
the 


past year. 


Most carpet mills are reported 


to have large enough wool inven- 
tories to go on producing from 90 
days to six months. And many 


of them are building up their lines 
made of part wool and part syn- 
thetic fibers. 


The rollback order on hides, im- 


plying a 15 per cent cut in pres- 
ent asking prices, should assure 
that shoe prices won't go higher, 
according to Edward Atkins, the 
executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Shoe Chain 
stores. The order wil put a brake 
on climbing prices, W. W. Steph- 
enson executive vice president ol 
the National Association of Shoe 
Manufacturers, agrees but he says 
that the price of hides isn't the 
only thing forcing shoe prices up 
—there are processing costs along 
the way, and wage hikes for work- 
ers.

leather. Military needs will take 
more and more hides out of the 
civilian market 


Hide prices have been going up 


fast since the first of the year— 
increasing about six cents a pound, 
ESA says. Apparently some per- 
sons are going to be stuck with 
some expensive hides on 
their 


hands. 


One tanner says he has a lot of 


nigh-priced foreign hides on his 
hands. 
They're not included in 


the ESA rollback and he wonders 
what he's going to do with them, 


A rollback isn't always as sim- 


pie as it sounds.

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Indian *s Nehru No Red Lover 
But He Dislikes Imperialism 


9 AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 


This column yesterday reported 


that Indian Prime Minister Neh- 
ru's speech attacking America's 
Asiatic policy was regarded by 
many observers as a disservice to 
Democracy's fight against against 
Bolshevism. 


That has brought me inquiries 


as to what is back of this great 
Asiatic leader's antagonism to the 


of the United States and 


linded Western powers. 


Well, that's not an easy ques- 


tion-to answer. However, I think 
we must begin by noting that 
Nehru is a genius (and no mistake 
about that) endowed with a mass 
of complexes and having fixed 
ideas on many subjects. He is a 
hard man to change, once his 
mind is made up. 


Powerful Aspirations 


Among his most powerful as- 


pirations long has been that of 
purging Asia of Western colonial- 
ism or, as many Asiatics term it, 
"imperialism." 
He has held that 


the great colonial powers like 
Britain, Holland and France should 
clear out and leave Asia to the 
Asiatics. 
It's fairly obvious, I should say, 


that this enters heavily into his 
opposition to -America's stand re- 
garding Red China. He certainly 
l^ives the impression of being 
highly resentful of Western inter- 
vention in Far Eastern affairs. 


No Bed Lover 


There is no sign that Nehru Is 


advocating 
recognition of Red 


China and her admission to the 
UN because of love of commun- 
ism. It probably is not that he 
loves Communism the more but 
that he likes Western interven- 
tion the less. 


Whether India's prime minister 


fully recognizes that he is jug- 
gling with high-explosive when he 
lends his support to Bolshevism is 
his own secret. One of his char- 
acteristics is possession of vast 
pride—and he will disclose his 
thoughts as he sees fit. 


In this matter of pride, the 61 


year old Nehru can claim one of 
the world's most prideful birth- 
rights. He is a Kashmiri Brah- 
min—the highest caste of all Hin- 
dus—and was the only son of one 
of India's wealthiest and most in- 
fluential men. 


English. Education 


Young Nehru was educated at 


Harrow and Cambridge university 
in England. 
Then after study- 


ing law in London he returned to 
India where he soon became im- 
mersed in Nationalist politics and 
a devout follower of Mahatma 
Gandhi. 


He was sent to prison several 


times, spending more than 13 
years in jail, as the result of his 
efforts to drive Britain out of 
India. 


IS Years In Jail 


His last internment was during 


the late world war, when he and 
other leaders of the Nationalist 
p&ity were rounded up. He was 
released in 1945 at war's end— 
and two years later he became the 
first prime minister of the Domin- 
ion of India. 


This column doesn't know what 


feelings Nehru has in his heart 
for the "mother England" 
he 


fought so long. But it would in- 
deed be strange if those feelings 
didn't enter into his present atti- 
tude towards Western policies for 
Asia.

A Hint In Message

longer is it necessary laboriously 
virtually to hand-make each atom 
bomb from an inadequate supply, 
of raw materials.

Real Usefulness 


Lilienthal speaks of "the very 


real usefulness of atomic bombs 
so engineered that they could be 
used m the field for the function 
that artillery is now used, or by 
air drops in support of our own 
or against enemy troops, or to 
destroy particular military targets 
such as 
oil fields, 
marshaling 


yards and ports of entry 
and 


supply."

Then there was the reference 


last fall by Gen. Omar Bradley, 
chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff, to the atomic bomb having 
"definite application as a tactical 
weapon supporting ground troops." 
He said in that role it could be 
used for 
defense 
of 
Western 


Europe. 
It is significant that 


Bradley didn't project that idea 
to some years hence. He spoke of 
Western 
European defense, an 


existing problem. 


Actually, a considerable amount 


of detailed study already has been 
given to use of A-bombs on a 
battlefront. 


Maj. Gen. James M. Gavin, a 


member of the weapons system 
evaluation group of the Defense 
Department, recently made a com- 
parison of the effect of an A- 
bomb and a conventional artillery 
barrage. Writing for the publica- 
tion "Armed 
Forces 
Journal," 


Gavin figured that: 


"Approximately 8,000 medium 


artillery shells per square mile, 
over a three to five square mile 
area with a much heavier con- 
t-uitiatiun 111 the ceiner 01 the 
area than on the fringes, makes a 
reasonable comparison \\-ith the 
Model T bomb." 


(The Model T atomic bomb is 


like the early type used on Hiro- 
shima, which while it had the 
potential energy of 20,000 tons of 
TNT had 
a 
destructive 
force 


equivalent to about 1,300 tons.) 


However, the q u e s t i o n of 


whether atomic bombs could be 
used now for offsetting superior 
enemy 
manpower, 
as 
in 
the 


instance of Korea, is not a simple 
military matter of the sufficiency 
of the stockpile or ability to de- 
liver the bombs on the enemy. 


Involves Policies 


It is "involved in international 


policies, moral and political con- 
siderations and the long-debated 
question of whether Russia might 


seize upon use of the bomb in 
Korea to enter t the war 
with 


retaliatory atomic attacks. Those 
questions arose originally out of 
possible use of the bomb against 
civilian populations in industrial 
target cities (strategic bombing). 
Whether they would be equally 
valid in the case of A-bomb use 
against enemy military forces in 
the field (tactical bombing) is an 
unresolved question.

Dlinoisans were born in 1950 for 
every one that died, the state vital" 
statistics bureau reported today. 


New babies continue to build up 


the size of the child population 
while low death rates steadily in- 
crease the number of Illinoisans 
over 65. 


The state had 185,880 live births 


and 90,851 deaths last year among 
an estimated population of S.730.- 
000. 


The report said there were 21.3 


live births and 10.4 deaths for 
every 1,000 persons in the state. 


It was the fifth straight year 


the birth rate was above the 20 
per 1,000 figure and the third 


straight year that the death rate 
ran below the 11 per 1,000 count. 


The report said the population 


is growing by natural increase— 
the excess of births over deaths— 
at the rate of more than one per 
cent annually. 


Dr. O. K. Sagen, chief of the 


vital statistics bureau, said im- 
portant factors "in this picture of 
good health" were a lack of large 
scale epidemics of fatal diseases 
iast year and a decrease m infant 
and maternal mortality.

Mrs. S. Clair is far from the 


wartime Rosie the Riveter. She 
looks more like the wife of a 
visiting executive touring

Donald W. Douglas, himself of 
Scottish decent, knows this, too. 
Mrs. St. Clair has worked for 
Douplas since he first opened his 
aircraft plant m a barn-like struc- 
ture 30 years ago. 


Rising from a four-dollar-a- 


week job in 1920, her present 
post is head of the fabnc seaming 
department. 


In 1920, less than a dozen peo- 


ple were full time employes in 
the plant, she remembers. Dur- 
ing the peak of World War U, 
more than 180,000 workers applied 
their skills in Douglas' three 
West Coast plants. 


One of her "girls"has been with 
the company 28 years, another 
one 24, and another 22.

But there is no security involved

In no other way 
can the American public truly ap- 
preciate the heroism of the small 
army it sent here to fight a big 
police action. 


More than a month ago I 


talked to a young captain in one I 
of the first regiments to fight 
in Korea. 


"\Ve had 150 officers when 


we started," he said. 
"Only 


about 30 of them are still with 
us, including some who were 
wounded and haie returned to 
action." 
One who knew little about the 


infantry might think the losses 
indicated by these figures would 
have mined the regiment's moral*, 
and made it useless for further 
combat The truth is it is still 
regarded by observers here as one 
of the two finest regiments in the 
army. 


The coat of the argali, moun- 


tain sheep of Armenia, is a mix- 
ture of wool and hair.
